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F«w recent booka hare attracted more 


attention than Sir Charles Dilke's book on 
"Prob'.emi of Greater Britain," which is a 
renew of the condition of the whole 
British Empire, political and economical. 
Professor Goldwin Smith of Canada has 
taken occasion to ehow in the May Forum 
that Sir Charles Dilko misapprehends the 
situation of British North America, and he 
contends that the British Empire is now 
held together by very slender threads 
which commercial conditions have a con- 
stant tendency to snap. He points out 
how the development of Canada lies along 
the lame lines as the development of the 
United States, and shows that commercial 
and, ultimately, political union is inevita- 
ble. 


Fear is felt that many-inland States will 


oppose the movement to encourage ocean 
steam lines. It the people of those States 
know their own interest they will support 
the meaiore. What they most want is an 
outlet for their products to foreign mar- 
kets after the home market is supplied. At 
present they are subject to the demands of 
English shipowners, because there is no 
American opposition to keep down freights. 
Within the last year British bottoms have 
been taking in the difference between the 
depressed price oi wheat in New York 
and its nearly ma^ptained price in Liver- 
pool.

Kittee's Review of the Fan-American 


Conference.

SAN FEANOISOO, May 6.—The annual 


banquet of the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce was held this evening. The 
principal feature was an address by Hon. 
M. M. Estee, a delegate to the recent Inter- 
national American Congress, who outlined 
the work of the conference. In the course 
of bis address Mr. Estee said the confer- 
ence showed substantial unanimity on all 
questions tending to build up trade be- 
tween American States; that rtctprocity 
could not be reached without a change in 
the revenue laws of all American States and 
that free trad* was impossible because 
every American nation largely maintained 
its government by imposing duties on im- 
ports. 


The Speaker declared it was a fallacy to 


suppose that the United States tariff laws 
had any oonsiderabla affect on our South 
American tra Je or that an adequate remedy 
for the evils complained of would be found 
ia reciprocity. The conference therefore 
deemed it best to adopt &a far as possible 
uniform commercial and trade relations 
without attempting to charge import duties. 
Mr. Estoe thought tout part of the neglect 
of the South American trade by the United 
States was due principally to the fact that 
we attemp'ed to be a commercial people 
without maintaining eur merchant marine. 
He outlined the recommendations which 
the representatives of the eighteen Ameri- 
can Republics made to their respaotive 
governments and said no part of the Amer- 
can Union won't' receive greater advant- 
ages from the c jnferenoe than the Pacific 
Coast. In closing, Mr. Estee said that 
when American lines of steamers shall reg- 
ularly ply between American ports, when 
all American Republics shall have direct 
railroad communication, and when arbitra- 
tion shall be the universal rule en the 
western continent, the civilized world will 
look upon the International Conference as 
most splendid achievement of the k'ge.

Nothing uonld exceed the horror attending 
the calanvty of the fire which destroyed 
the building to-day and reunited in the 
death of so many htlpleai victims. To the 
I ana ties it was a moment of inpreme glee. 
They wared their blazing limbs in tarbn- 
litt satisfaction at the ruin that was about 
them, and not until th« walla tumbled over 
their heads were their maniacal screams 
silenced. The asylum was a priion more 
than a hospital and contained thirtetnhun- 
dred inmates. 
Now not more than eleven 


hundred are accounted for, but many 
escaped into the fields. The records were 
destroyed but from the best evidence ob- 
tainable it is a conservative estimate to say 
one hundred victims met their death. 
That ever since Quebec was a province 
theie helpless creatures have teen farmed 
out to nuns at $100 a head per year, and 
the Sisters' aim was to keep them as fru- 
gally as possible. The building was con- 
structed of brick and was 600 feet long. 
The main building occupied the centre and 
on each tide extended wings six stories in 
height, 


The fire started on the women's side in 


the upper etory and wat caused by a care- 
less patient. The flames were soon blazing 
through the roof. The firemen arrived 
from Montreal as soon as possible but the 
water supply was exhausted in fiv»minutes 
and the firemen directed their attention to 
saving victims. An Associated Press re- 
porter arrived with the firemen. The flames 
were bursting out everywhere at that time, 
and a stream of ill-clad men were pouring 
out of the eastern wing. Not a male 
patient was lost. 


The patients on the lower floors were 


removed without difficulty, but from the 
upper wards, where the violent patients 
were eecnred, there came the 
wildest 


screams as they resisted the nnna who were 
beseeching them to make their escape. At 
the windows a raaniao would be seen peer- 
ing through the bora and jabbering at the 
bright flame that went up to the sky. As 
the heat became more intense she would 
grab the bars and remain there until the 
flames enveloped her. 
The inhabitants 


had oome from all parts round about at- 
tracted by the blaze, and m an hour the 
little village was one surging mass of 
shouting people. The firemen burst in 
the doors with axes. Inside Chief Benoit 
says it was such a eight as no fireman ever 
before witnessed. In one ward ht entered 
there were twenty-five patients, and at his 
approach they huddled together like a pack 
of beasts. He tagged at them until the 
fire darted, into their garments and en- 
veloped them in the flames, and then he 
escaped with hia life. 


The engineer of the building did good 


work in saving nine patients and every 
man made a record which he may feel 
proud of. On the first alarm the engineer 
turned on the hose but it was utterly usa- 
lesa as (he fire leaped along the ventilating 
shaft to the towers and burned in a dozen 
places at ono«. One of the Tertiary nans.

TON SCHMIDT' 8 SCHEME. 


The Protest of the Nevada Stete Board 


of Trade. 


At the meeting at the Court House Mon- 


day night to protest •gainst Yon Schmidt's 
scheme to divert the waters of Lake Tahoe 
to San Francisco, Manager Fulton, of the 
Board of Trade, submitted the annexed, a 
well written protest, which was ordered 
sent to the Mayor and Board of Super- 
visors of San Francisco: 


BENO, Nev., May 5, 1890. 


To the Mayor and Board of Supervisors 


of the City and County of San 'Francisco— 
GENTLEMEN: If the tune should ever com* 
when your Honorable Board shall seri- 
ously consider any snob proposition as 
that cf taking 'the waters of Lake Tahoe 
into your city, this Board would ask the 
privilege of being heard upon the subject. 


Any one who pretends that he has the 


right to make such use of the waters ol 
Lake Tahoe, or of any part of them, at- 
tempts to deoeiv*. There ia only one way 
to obtain a right to water; it mast be taken 
possession of and used. If the filing of a 
paper claim in the office of a County Be- 
oorder givea ownership, then the law books 
must be re-written. 


No man can show where there has been 


anything eliie done towards acquiring the 
right to Lal;e Taboe. ' Not a drop of water 
has been diverted from the natural cbanael, 
and no work, done towards it; on the other 
hand, It has all been absorbed by expensive 
operations on the line of the Trnckee river 
which began in 1860 and 1861, and those 
engaged m them have ever since been in 
constant use and possession of it. Farm- 
ing upon a large scale hss been absorbing 
more and more of the stream, until now 
there is never a. surplus during the irri- 
gating season, and many times there has 
been a deficiency. 


We send with this a nrap showing the 


Truckee river with the irrigation canals fed 
b>y it, covering fifty thousand acres of land. 
Flouring mills, smelting and reduction 
works, electric light plant and water works 
at JRono, immense saw mills, a furniture 
factory, box factory, water and electric 
ight works, railroad water tanks, etc., at 
Trnckee, half a dozen ice ponds producing 


r forty thousand tons of ice annually, 


worth a hundred thousand dollars, mostly 
all profit; saw mills and marble working 
mills at Essex; planing mills at Verdi, and 


ther similar institutions all depend upon 
he stream for power. They use it and use 
t all and often need more, The railrcad 
Iraws upon the supply for its line; the 
Jnited (states Indian Reservation for the 
iute tribe uses the stream, and the Gov- 


ernment will hardly consent to its being 
limmished. 


The town of E«no, with 6,000 people, 


iVadswortb, Verdi, Truckee and smaller 
villages have been built up by farming and 
Dther industries depending directly upon 
he water supply, and any one of these 
interests would bitterly oppose such a

'he pretension that water can be saved to 
apply an additional demand is as weiik as 
be rest of the proposition 
For twenty years the water has been 
tored in Lake Tahoe by a dam eix feet 
igh, and drawn off as needed for the uses 
poken of above.
